the State of Georgia Is admitted to representation In
Congress as one of the States of the t'nlon, upon tie
following fundamental conditions: First. That the
Constitution of tteorgia shall naver be so amended
or changed aa to deprive any citizen or class
of citizens of the United States of the rlirht
to vote who are entitled to vote by the
Constitution aa herein recognised, except as a
punishment tor such crimes as are now felonies
at common law. whereof they shall have
been duly convicted under laws equally applicable
to all the Inhabitants of said State; provided, tnat
any alteration of said Constitution, prospective in
Its effects, may be made In regard to the time and
place of residence of voters. Second. That It shall
never be lawful for the said State to deprive any
citizen of the United States, on account of his race,
color, or previous condition of servitude, of the right
to hold office under the Constitution and laws or
said State, or upon any such ground to require of
blm any other qualifications for office than such as
are required of all other citizens. Third. That the
Constitution of Georgia shall never be so amended
or changed as to deprive any citizen or class of citi-
zens of the United States of the school rights and
privileges secured by the Constitution of said State.

Section 8. And be It further enacted, That so
much of the act entitled "An act making appropria-
tions for the support of the army for the year ending
June 80, 1868, and for other purposes," approved
March 8, 1667, as prohibits the organization, arming,
or calling into service of the militia force In the
States of Georgia, Mississippi, Texas, and Virginia,
be and the same Is hereby repealed
